The Maryland Court of Appeals 
so decided yesterday, ruling that 
the “word” ‘screwball’ does not 
connote opprobrium or reprehen- 
sibility. 

It decided in favor of James T.

WASHINGTON — (4) — Over- 
payments totaling $52,000,000 
made to approximately 600,000 
veterans are being whittled down 
through repayments, the Veterans 
Administration said yesterday.

There have been but few cler- 
ieal errors, the official said. 

He attributed the overpayments 
to two factors: 

1. Delay in getting reports from 
veterans who should have _ re- 
ceived lower payments as students 
or on-the-job trainees because of

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The Uncle Remus Centennial 


The story is that one day soon after 
he joined The Atlanta Constitution to do 
a daily column of philosophical para- 
graphs, Joel Chandler Harris found the 
words just would not come. In despera- 
tion, and with acute misgivings, he turned 
to the one subject that never failed him— 
life as he had known it on Turnwold 
Plantation near Eatonton. 


Thus was born the first Uncle Remus 
story. It provoked so great a response 
from readers that Harris kept the stories 
going with almost effortless ease for the 
next 15 years. The fame of Joel Chandler 
Harris spread throughout the land, then 
throughout the world. On a trip that took 
him through Atlanta in 1905, President 
Theodore Roosevelt wrote the late Clark 
Howell, Sr., Editor and President of The 
Constitution, that though the Presidential 
train could not stop more than two hours 
here “both Mrs. Roosevelt and I hope you 
can arrange for us to meet Joel Chandler 
Harris in that brief time. As you are well 
aware, our entire household is devoted to 
Uncle Remus.” 


Times haven't changed so much, after 
all 


Harris was born at Eatonton 100 years 
ago today. The centennial anniversary of 
his birth is, properly, the occasion for 
elaborate festivities in Eatonton where 
the entire city, and much of the county, 
has been decorated for the event. A 
chronicle play of his life will be presented 
three times during the day. Pilgrimages 
to Turnwold, now owned by Mike Turner, 
are on the program for the afternoon. 


An Uncle Remus commemorative 
stamp will be placed on sale this morn- 
ing at the Eatonton post office by officials 
of the Post Office Department. Senators 
George and Russell and Gov. Talmadge 
will be among the dignitaries who will 
speak. 

According to those who knew him, 
Joel Chandler Harris would be utterly 
flabbergasted by such a to-do in his hon- 
or. In fact, he probably would have re- 
tired to the Wren’s Nest and refused to 
budge. For in all his life he was never 
known to make a public speech. He pre- 
ferred to say his piece through his pen. 
And his pen has made his name synony- 
mous with the best in American folklore 
in every country that has a printed lang- 
uage or a moving picture screen. 


Twenty-Seven Million Dollars for the Boll Weevil 


The boll weevil and other insects cost 
Georgia cotton farmers 27 million dollars 
last year. 


That is the word from the second an- 
nual Cotton Insect Control Conference, 
which met in Atlanta on Monday and 
Tuesday. 


That is a lot of money. Indeed, the 
damage done by cotton pests represents 
nearly 20 percent of the State’s annual 
lint yield. And this loss is not sustained 
by the cotton farmer alone. The State’s 


entire economy suffers because of it. 

A concerted, Statewide campaign 
against cotton pests is planned for 1949. 
It will have to be a co-ordinated effort 
to be successful, since insects from the 
land of those who refuse to co-operate 
quickly infest acreage which has been 


treated. 
We trust every cotton farmer in the 


| State will work with his county agent 


and experiment station officials in the 
campaign. Twenty-seven million dollars 
is a lot of money. 


A Pair of Evils Eliminated 


Two of Gov. Talmadge’s recent ap- 
pointees have moved to put an end, at 
least for the present, to a couple of much- 
abused practices. 

Revenue Commissioner Charles Red- 
wine Tuesday told the State’s whiskey 
wholesalers that no longer would they be 
allowed to sell to each other indiscrimi- 
nately. This means individual wholesal- 
ers will have access only to the brands 
they are licensed to handle. This will give 
State Revenue Agents a closer check on 
the origin of whiskey sold in dry counties 
and will hamper the operations of un- 
scrupulous wholesalers who have been 
carrying on a huge traffic, in a wide va- 
riety of brands, with bootleggers in so- 
called ‘dry areas. 

During the Summer, it will be re- 
called, there were widespread reports of 
a State-sanctioned liquor monopoly in 
Georgia’s 130 dry counties, with one po- 
litically favored wholesaler reaping a fi- 
nancial harvest. But Commissioner Red- 
wine has the support of most Georgians 
and of the vast majority of legitimate 
wholesalers in his refusal not to wink at 
the law, no matter how it affects State 
revenues. | 

Highway Director Jim Gillis, mean- 


while, has nullified 89 road contracts 
totalling more than $5,000,000 because of 
excessive costs. In doing so, Mr. Gillis 
has made public another practice about 
which there were alarming rumors 
throughout the Summer campaign. We 
-refer, of course, to the “negotiation” and 
“extension” of contracts, without com- 
petitive bids. Many of those negotiated 
were reportedly completely out of line 
and those extended were frequently at a 
rate considerably higher than that pro- 
vided in the original contracts, which 
were usually let on the basis of bids. 
- QObviously, there are times when call- 
ing for bids is impractical. And there may 
well be instances when it is not possible 
to let the contract for an entire project at 
the beginning. Thus, the Highway De- 
partment should have the privilege of 
“negotiating” or “extending” contracts. 
But it should be used in emergencies only. 
And certainly we must be ready immedi- 
ately to revoke the practice if ever again 
there is evidence that it is being abused. 
We commend the Messrs. Redwine and 
Gillis for their prompt and forthright ac- 
tions in the public interest. We trust they 
will take the indicated steps to insure 
there are no recurrences.

No Need To Worry Now About Reds 


WASHINGTON—The recent election ought to be reassuring to a host of American citizens who, 
for one reason of another, have been laboring under the hallucination that the country was threat- 


ened with Communism. Many well-meaning people have, no doubt, harbored such fears. 


It is a 


thought that has been drilled into the public consciousness for some years by the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee, which has not hesitated to use any kind of sensational evidence to promote 
the idea of Communistic encroachment in Government. 


It was a major issue in the congressional elec- 
tions of 1946 and undoubtedly influenced many 
voters. As a part of the smear tactics of that 
campaign, the Republicans sought to blame the 
Democratic Administration for the alleged 
growth of Communism because of its liberal polli- 
cies and New Deal programs. Some of the church 
elements which hate Communism with a fervor 
equal to the capitalists were taken in by the 
propaganda. There did appear to bé some genu- 
ine general concern over the situation. 


In the recent election there was much 
talk on the subject. Gov. Dewey, the GOP 
presidential candidate, would probably have 
devoted more of his campaign speeches to 
the issue, except that he felt so sure of win- 
ning that he did not consider it necessary to 
de much specific talking about anything. 


When the President, after the nominating 
conventions, called Congress back into special 
session to deal with inflation, about the only 
thing he got was a further burst of Communism 
charges from the House Investigating Commit- 
tee. More of the same tactics to instill the 
thought in the public mind that Communism was 
on the march in the country. 

Then came the campaign. If ever there was 
an election designed to bring out the full Com- 
munist vote, it was last November. Thanks to 
Mr. Wallace, the third party ticket 
launched by him was a perfect vehicle for a 
Communist rallying point. Both of the old line 
parties, no less than the Dixiecrats, left no doubt 
where they stood. Mr. Wallace alone catered to 


the Communists. His campaign organization was 
well represented with persons of known Com- 
munist leanings or affiliations. The Moscow 
line supported his candidacy. Nor does it seem 
that his campaign suffered from any lack of 
funds. He was on the radio chains about as 
often as President Truman and Gov, Dewey. 
But what were the results? Out of upward 


of 47,500,000 votes polled, Mr. Wallace got only | 


about 1,150,000—or a little more than two per- 
cent! And certainly all of those who voted for 
Wallace are not to be counted among the Com- 
munists. We may take it for granted that many 
of his supporters were just misguided souls with- 
out any taint of Red doctrine. 


What is interesting about it is that the 
election tends to lay the ghost of Communism 
as it has been portrayed to us. There just 
isn’t any such thing to fear in this country 
under present conditions. People who are 
gainfully employed at decent hours and 
under agreeable working conditions do not 
resort to Communism as a panacea. That is 
a state of mind that thrives in misery and 
hunger, the products of an economic sys- 
tem far different from ours. 


try where 60,000,000 of its people are employed 
and at higher wages than ever known before. 
It comes from a. different diet. Henceforth the 
Red baiters and the alarmists will have to find 
a new bugaboo with which to frighten the Ameri- 
can people. The recent election should have 
scotched that fear conclusively.

A Letter 
And an Argument 


A letter appeared in “The Pulse of the Pub- 
| lic’ column the other day which can be useful 
here. It struck me as a sincere letter and since 
it represents a certain manner of thinking, I want to reprint it. 
I don’t know the writer of it, but because of the obvious honesty 
of his letter, it seems to me important to use it. He wrote: 
“Editor Constitution: Certainly no law-abiding, right-thinking 
citizen condones lynchings, but I can’t understand why our Georgia 
newspapers use up pages of space condemning our State for a kill- 
Ing such as occurred in Toombs County recently, stating that that 
is One good reason why antilynching bills are more likely to be 
passed by Congress. 

“| don’t recall reading any such editorials condemning Chicago 
or Detroit or New York or some other large Eastern city for their 
wholesale slaughtering of human lives in what is known as gang 
warfare. Does it make it any more right for a gang of hoodlums 
to take a human being out and shoot him because he cut in on their 
rackets? Have you written any editorials insisting that Congress 
pass some law penalizing a city or county or State in which some 
such murder occurs? 

“Why do some of our so-called leading newspapers condemn 
things that happen in the South but never chirp about lawless 
acts ten times as bad that occur up North? 

“Killings are wrong regardless of where they happen but why 
not play up their lawless acts in other States instead of those that 
take place only in the South? You don’t find the leading news- 
papers of the North taking up a lot of news space, as well as edi- 
torials, criticizing their own State for gang murders. But just let 
one killing, such as the one in Toombs County, take place in Geor- 
gia and some of our papers will harp on it from now on.

Now, here is a man who believes that, and anything a man 
really believes is important. It should not be sneered at or ignored. 
An honest belief merits honest discussion. 


It is curious how many persons believe that if no 
mention were made of an evil act or of violent crimes, 
all would be well. They somehow appear to believe that if a lynch- 
ing is committed, or a particularly brutal murder takes place, every- 
one with any knowledge of it should simply put a cautioning finger 
to lips and go about saying, “Shhh,” and life would then go 
pleasantly on—including the murderer. 

We have, indeed, adopted something like that attitude in the 
past with the result that sheriffs often do not even go after the 
guilty and, if they do, juries hastily free the guilty. Some news- 
papers have withheld the news from their pages. This sort of a 
program has helped bring the South to its present state—wherein 
many of the people of the nation have been led to believe that 
we are a people given to violence and that we have no remorse, 
conscience or concern about it. The “head-in-the-sand” attitude has 
allowed the doers of violence to believe nothing much will happen 
to them. They are the more brazen therefor. Not less. 

“Out’”’ That isn’t all. There is no way to suppress such news 
even if it were desirable. Which it is not. It gets out. 
It especially “gets out” in these days of radio, of good roads and— 
more important—because of a growing public desire to see that our 
are obeyed in so far as sheriffs, juries and courts can be in- 

‘ed by public opinion. 
is folly to believe that murder should be covered up by a 
pa.ned veil of silence or no comment. Such a course condones 
murder and violence. Such a course corrupts a community and 


makes it cynical. 

Up North As for the “up North” aspect of it, there is a vast 
difference. The favorite, but very vulnerable argu- 

ment is that there is no great outcry over gang murders in the 

Northern cities, or over the sex crimes there, especially if com- 

mitted by a Negro. 

Well, that just isn’t true. There is an outcry. There was such 
an outcry that the gang rule of major cities was broken up. There 
were editorials. And front-page stories. Congress did act. It 
was more difficult because in Chicago, for example, city officials 
adopted the “nothing is wrong attitude” at the time the Capone 
mob was in such power. That is precisely why it attained such 
power—because there was so little outcry against it. At last the 
job had to be done by the Federal Government. Congress gave 
the Government new laws. Local government had accepted evil 
and violence for so long it was corrupted and made impotent. 
And our papers have reported so many sex crimes, by both races, 
there have been protests about it. 

The great difference, which the letter in point misses, is this— 
when a gang or sex murder occurs the police get busy and the 
rate of capture and conviction is high. We have no laws in any 
State which allow the putting away of known potentially dan- 
gerous sex offenders and have to wait until the crime is done to 
get police action. That is a pity. But we get action. 

Our great failure has been—and the Toombs County case was 
a good one for illustrative use—that in too many cases of lynch- 
ing and racial murders, we have done almost nothing to bring 
about a police effort to catch those guilty. That is the basic dif- 
ference, and who can deny it is not a great and important differ- 
ance? In other words, we must make our laws as meaningful for 
the murder of a Negro as for any other person. Until we do that 
we are vulnerable and likely to be legislated against. And it is 
not something which can, or should, be silenced. Murder will out. 

And our cue, it seems to me, is to cry out against it and to 
join in demanding that our laws against violence be respected. 
Only in that way can we rid ourselves of the guilt complex so 
obvious in our defensive attitude which seeks to justify our own 
wrongs by pointing at someone else's. 3

going to make American policy. Most of the faces are entirely | 


familiar. | 
The highly suspect campaign against Defense Secretary James 


V. Forrestal, Secretary of State George C. Marshall and Undersec- 
retary Robert Lovett. has failed utterly, Forrestal will remain 
in office as long as he is willing to serve. So will Lovett, at least 
as long as Marshall’s health permits him to continue. And when 
Marshall goes, he will probably be replaced by W. Averell Harri- 
man, whose wide and intensive experience insures that we shall not 
again have to los~ an ally in order to educate a Secretary of State. 
The new face among foreign and defense policy-makers is, in truth, 
that of Harry S, Truman himself. 

For Truman now clearly intends to play a decisive role in the 
making of policy. Therefore it is worth examining the way in 
which Truman gets the advice and information on which any Presi- 


dent must-base his decisions. 


: One automatic channel of information to the Pres- 
Information ident is the daily top secret intelligence digest, 
about two pages in length, which the President receives from the 


Centra! Intelligence Agency, and which he reads religiously. More. 


important, however, are the daily briefings which the President 
receives at 9:30 every morning from the Secretary of the National 
Security Council. This key job is held by Sidney Souers, an able, 
little-known Missouri businessman, who enjoys the complete con- 
fidence of the President and the chief policy makers. 

Souers brings the President up to date on the progress toward 
a decision which the National Security Council is making on those 
issues with which the Council is “seized”’.

Until retently, he almost always accepted every Security Council | 


decisior without change. Yet it is significant that within recent 


weeks he amended one Security Council decision concerning the | 


Berlin air lift, and reversed another crucial Council decision to 
withdraw the Navy from the Communist-threatened Chinese port 
of Tsingtao. Truman ordered the Thingtao garrison reinforced. 

The President does not, of course, make decision entirely on 


’ the basis of Security Council papers. On specific issues, he confers 


regularly with Marshall, Lovett, Foryestal and other policy makers. 
He will often discuss a Security Council decision with the White 
House entourage, and such men as E. C. A.’s Paul Hoffman and 
Roger Lapham have recently influenced him, especially on China 
policy. 

Finally, there is the inevitable influence of the advice he re- 
ceives on domestic and political matters. The business-as-usual 
policy embodied in the 15 billion defense ceiling, for example, was 
primarily the brainchild of Treasury Secretary John Snyder. 


In short the Tsingtao decision and other inci- 


mined to exercise his right to shape high policy. But in the Se- 
curity Council there is an automatic mechanism for making avail- 
able to the President competent advice and reliable information on 
any issue. As the Israel episode suggests, Truman is making full 
use of this mechanism. This should serve to reduce the danger of 
those snap judgments on crucial issues to which the President, a 
courageous but impulsive man, has in the past been prone.

Will We Have Butter or Guns? 


WASHINGTON—These are -President Truman’s words: 
“The expenditures of the Federal Government are still inescapably dominated 


by the war and its aftermath. 


In the fiscal year 1949, 79 percent of our expendi- 


tures directly reflect the costs of war, the effects of war, and our efforts to pre- 
vent a future war; national defense—international affairs—veterans’ benefits—in- 


terest on the public debt—tax refunds. 


“This should be a sobering thaught to all of us as we strive for the creation of lasting peace 


among the nations of the world. 

“Only 21 percent of our expenditures finance 
the Government’s programs in the broad areas 
ef: Secial welfare—housing—education—research 
—agriculture—natural resources—transportation 
-—finance—commerce—industry—labor—general 
ministration.” 

The President said that a year ago in his 
budget message to Congress. 

It will be about the same in his budget mes- 
gage which he presents early in January, except 
that the figure for national defense will be 
around fifteen billions instead of the eleven bil- 
lions he asked a year ago. Strenuous attempts 
will be made to incréase even that. The mili- 
tary already are lobbying to raise it. 


It was “a sobering thought” a year ago, 
as the President said. It is an even more 
“sobering thought” now. A year has passed. 
We are a year further away from the 
war, whether we are a year closer to peace 
or not. Once again we are confronted with 
the terrible cost to the world of nations arm- 
ing against one another—for others are 

spending the same way. And we spend more 
each year, so that we literally clank like 
robber barons of old as we walk about from 
futile conference to futile conference looking 
for peace, 

The moral of the stupidity of the whole human 
race is before us in President Truman’s simple 
statistics. 

The moral should be plain to us in this coun- 
ty just now. 

We have just come through an election in 
which the winner, President Truman, pledged 
all sorts of things to improve our daily lives, 
more facilities for education, for health, for de- 
eent housing, and so on. 


For only a fraction of the fifteen billions or 
more that we must vote for military defense, in 
the world as it is today, we could have all 
these things and many more. But, because we 
haven’t yet found the way to peace we may not 
get even the few. Instead, because we live 
literally in a military camp, there will be con- 
tinued restrictions of all kinds and perhaps high- 
er taxes. For we must be ready to rally for the 
battle, under arms, on guard. 

This can go on from year to year unless we 
do something about it. And it’s no way to live— 
or run a world. Those things that would make 
life happier we have come to call “‘butter’—and 
we must spend our substance for “guns” 

That is, unless the people of the world, and 
of this country in particular, take the lead to do 
something about it. There is such a simple an- 
swer, which is to establish a world federal gov- 
ernment out of what were, in effect, almost 
separate nations. It is not a long step for us 
to world government. 


It will have to be done soon, because the 
United Nations, on which foundation a world 
government could be most easily built, is 
disintegrating rapidly all around us, and, 
once that is gone, we will have nothing 
existing on which to build. 


Russia, ° of coffrse, might be the stumbling 
block in world government, as now. But the 
other nations of the world could go ahead any- 
how and let her come in or stay out. That 
would be a creation under law and much more 
effective, in event of an ultimate clash, than the 
loose alliances that are now being discussed 
among the other nations. 

This is the only way M@ we are all to get 
butter instead of guns. |

years ago, and Nick Stirone, the boss of the Pittsburgh and Detroit areas of this nationwide racket. 


Wives and children must be excepted from 
stigma, but you will have to roll your own 
eonclusions about Judge Vincent Brogna, of the 
Superior Court of Massachusetts, the highest 
eourt in the commonwealth. Brogna joined the 
erowd in Milan as “counsel” for Moreschi, the 
big shot of the mob. This junket was pulled 
eff at the depth of our depression before Brogna 
landed on the bench for life, by appointment of 
Gov. Joseph B. Ely, a Democrat, but one of the 
eld school of decent, pre-New Deal Democrats. 
I¢ Gov. Ely had known as much as he knows 
now about this union and the character of the 
gangsters in charge, he probably would not have 
appointed Brogna. .

At that time and until recently this union
